They sit about and bite their 
nails and try to persuade them- 
selves they cannot wait another 
year, and if they dare not delay, 
then they must strike without 
warning before Winter comes 
and the roads and rivers become 
difficult. They fret, too, about 
airpower. If the enemy has su- 
periority in the air, then Autumn 
or Winter is a good time to be 
on the move when clouds will 
‘ hide troop movements and make 
strikes by aircraft and bombers 
less effective. Decisions for war 
are not as easy as before. 

There is pretty sure to be an 
excess of discussion in the Kreme 
lin, with some urging a go-ahead 
in Europe before Gen. Eisen- 
hower has further bolstered de- 
fenses there, and also ahead of 
further air force increases by 
the United States. But, without 
doubt there are others equally 
sure now is not the time. They 
will all be looking to Stalin, im- 
passive, and not unlike an old 
cat before the fire.

Certainly, while there is no 
possibility of an overthrow of 
the Soviets, they are having their 
trofbles and they might fear 
that if they do not go to war 
they might lose enough face to 
give their opposition hope and 
determination to increase under- 
ground resistance. 

So, as the last days of Sum- 
mer drag their feet toward the 
dormitories of Winter, we are 
now in that curious period be- 
tween seasons:

In that silence we can almost 
hear the heavy breathing of 
tyrants as they measure their 
chances and make up their minds 
to wait—or loose the ironshod, 
riderless horses of war to ride 
down the skies and bring sorrow 
and grief to a world already 
heavy with it.

Agreement by the Big Three foreign 
ministers to back a European army as the 
best way to enlist German manpower in 
Europe’s defense is a big step toward West- 
ern stability and building of security forces 
to balance the present superior military 
power of the Soviet Union and its satellites.

British 
approval of the plan removes one obstacle 
and practically assures its acceptance by 
. the North Atlantic Council in Ottawa on 
Saturday. 

This agreement opens the way to a 
peace treaty with Western Germany, which 
should be concluded without amy undue 
delay. Like Japan, Western Germany has 
recovered sufficiently to be restored to 
almost complete independence.

There is room for all, and, 
goodness knows, there are duties enough 
to occupy all public officials.

Let the General 
Shed His Uniform 


WASHINGTON—Gen. Douglas MacArthur is 

, throwing himself open to criticism by continuing 

to. wear his Army uniform while going about 

the country making political speeches against the administration. 

His latest offense of the kind was at Cleveland, Ohio. There 

he lambasted the President and the administration rather severely, 

engaging in a lot of loose charges that have been bandied about 

for the past 15 years: During his speech he wore the full rata 

of his military uniform. ~ 

Already a demand has come from Sen. John O. Pastore (Dem., 

R. I.) that the general take off his uniform if he is going to make 
“political speeches.” Others have voiced similar criticism. 


The impropriety of his act arises from the fact that he is not 
a retired officer in the ordinary sense. By act of Congress he is a 
lifetime general and is still subject to call for active duty. He still 
receives the full-time pay of a general, with all of the preroga- 
tives that go with it, including aides and office space at govern- 
ment expense. 


It comes as bad taste, therefore, for him to 
Bad Example wear his uniform while delivering political 
tirades against the administration. Moreover, it is a bad example 
to set for military personnel. A lesser officer might be court- 
martialed for repeating some of the things he has been saying. 
Military discipline dictates that those in the service avoid becom- 
ing involved in controversial issues having political implications. 
Otherwise you invite a breakdown in army morale. 


Gen. Dwight Eisenhower, who holds a comparable rank to 
MacArthur, is a true exemplification of this disciplinary indoctrina- 
tion. Although he has spent his entire mature life in the Army, 
no one can cite any record of where he has ever formally identi- 
fied himself as a Democrat or a Republican. . 

MacArthur, on the other hand, makes no bones about his 
political affiliation. He even went to the extent of formally 
consenting to have his name entered as a Republican presidential 
candidate in the Wisconsin preferential primaries of 1948. In his 
speech at Cleveland the other day he gave Sen. Robert A. Taft a 
pat on the back in a way to indicate he was his choice for the 
Presidency in 1952. 

If all of our top-ranking military leaders conducted themselves 
in the same manner, the armed services would probably be torn 


with strife. 


’ As Senator Pastore has said, no one would 
At the Least deny General MacArthur the right to express 
himself as he pleases, but the least that can be expected of him is 
that he take off his uniform while he engages in political con- 
troversy. 

It is all right, of course, for him to wear his uniform while 
appearing at formal state functions, or where he is receiving honors 
at the hands of some state legislature. But it is quite a different 
thing when he is out on the hustings attacking his superiors on the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff and making charges about an alleged dicta- 
torial trend in the government.

For Peace in Korea 


¢ TATE MOUNTAIN — Tomorrow’s headlines 
4 ef ag may make me look silly, but I still believe that 
eee the Communists in Korea want to find a way 
out of that mess over there without having to fight any more, and 
I believe that the admission by our side that one of our planes did 
Strafe Kaesong, that it was done through a mistake in navigation, 
that we regret it, and that we will “discipline” the pilot who did it 
will put the peace conference back off the rails again. 
I do not want to be devious in my thinking, but I can see 
a little “mistake” like this, which we 
could later admit, just to call the Commies’ hand and find out what 
they had on their minds. The accusations of the past six weeks, 
in which we have been charged with various violations of the 
neutrality zone, were known to us to be spurious. The Com- 
munists, for reasons of their own, wanted*to bring the talks to a 
halt, at the same time keeping the door open for their resumption 
if we admitted violations we didn’t commit. 


Our Own Admission Well. by our own admission, we 
have committed one now. We 


have expressed regret for it and have promised to punish the pilot 
involved. (I privately doubt that his punishment will be severe. 
If you disciplined every pilot and bombardier who got mixed up 
and bombed or strafed the wrong place, half the Air Force would 
be in hack,) The next move is up to the other people. They 
will probably make’ a lot of loud, rough noises, for propaganda 
purposes, but I’ve a feeling they will forget the other alleged viola- 
tions and will be satisfied with the note sent by General Ridgway. 


Their refusal to withdraw the talks from Kaesong was expected, 
but it does lead the way to a compromise by which Kaesong can 
remain as the conference site—probably as an “open city” not occu- 
pied by either side. 

If it had served our purpose to do so, we could have made some 
allegations of attacks, or the threat of attacks, on our own peace 
camp at Munsan. The night before I left there, I was standing 
out beside the peace train when the sound of an airplane engine 
came out of the north and moved south, directly over the camp 
where our negotiators were asleep. It flew to the south and a 
few minutes later was heard passing over again, hightailing back 
in the direction of the Red lines. 


oo : But hard on its trail came a Corsair, and 
Corsair Strikes soon, above the river that divides our lines 
from the Reds in that area you could see the streak of tracers 
in the sky and hear the hammer of the Corsair’s guns. The next 
morning a newsreel] photographer we called “Banged Up” Lee (he 
was a Korean named something like Bang Yang Li) eased across 
the river arid shot a picture of the wrecked Red plane. The bodies 
of the pilots were stil) in the wreckage, and the plane was armed 
with a .50-caliber machine gun. A dozen newspapermen, and I 
don’t know how many GIS, ‘tracked the sound of that plane over 
our camp—supposedly a neutral spot—but so far as I know we 
took no official action. The attitude of the military seemed to be 
“OK, let ‘em prowl around over here—if they want to get shot 
down.” 

One other violation by Red aircraft of the Munsan area was, 
in a way, pitiful. A plane flew around for a long time one night, 
dropping leaflets, crudely drawn, showing a dove of peace with an 
olive branch in its beak, and bells ringing, “peace, peace.” 


We have seen what the pattern of the 
Reds Are Losers Red negotiations is going to be—an in- 


terminable haggling and squabbling that seemingly is getting 
nowhere. But that doesn’t worry me too much. There is hard 
fighting going on now, but nothing like the slaughter that would 
take place if the talks broke off altogether. So I hope we keep 
our tempers and play along with them while they bicker and 
make face. Talk is cheap, but the lives of American boys are 
dear, and every day the, verbal stalemate lasts means that some 
youngster, maybe your own or the kid down the street, is going 
to live that much longer. 

We can afford to let the thing drag on better than they can. 
Winter is coming, and winter is going to be far worse on them 
than on us. And I still believe that before winter comes, we'll 
find the road to some sort of truce. Even though I know the 
reason I feel that way is because I want so much for it to be so.

When 
he came home after graduation, 
“too many outsiders had given my 
wife advice.on personal affairs,” 
he said. 

The result was a squabble. 
Campus police were called in and 
Liu said he was thrown off the 
campus. He wandered about with- 
out any money until he met Comp- 
ton. 

Three years ago, Hsien Liu sat 
daily on the bench of one of the 
hottest courts in the world. Shang- 
hai, an international city of 5,000,-

ammunition. For the task he selected Gen- 
eral Streight, his ace cavalry officer, and gave 
‘him a force of 2,000 handpicked troops. 
Streight’s mistake was to send his men over 
the countryside to confiscate 2,000 mules on 
which to mount his cavalry. He did not know 
that for hard, fast riding these low farm ani- 
mals were far inferior to the Army’s trained 
warhorses he left behind. Gen. Nathan For- 
rest, with less than 1,000 men! (all that could 
be mustered on the spur of the moment), 
struck out in hot pursuit, aware that failure 
to overtake and defeat Streight meant a ca- 
tastrophe for the South. Streight’s lead was 


possible to ford), and to burn the bridge. This 
he succeeded in doing, although Forrest Was 
only a matter of minutes behind him. When 
the Confederates came to the burning bridge, 
they stopped in front of the home of Enmima 
Sansom, who offered to guide Forrest to a 
cattle crossing unknown to anyone else. She 
mounted behind the general and directed the 
Southerners to the ford. Shortly afterward, 
Streight was forced to surrender. Emma San- 
som,, whose heroism was of such vital im- 
portance to the South, was a Georgia girl, 
born in Walton County in 1849. She has been 
commemorated by both Alabama and Texas, 
but is practically unknown in her home state.

ST LOUIS, Sept. 13—(AP)—The United Nations Or- 


ganizatior. is trying to set up an “integrated international 
approach” to promoting the welfare of the world’s old folks,

William H. Wickwar said re- 
search is under way designed to 
bring to a “focus” the problems 
and experiences of individual na- 
tions in dealing with the health, 
social, economic and other needs 
of the elderly.

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Japan Given 
More Powers 


In Diplomacy 


TOKYO, Sept. 13—()—Japan 


Thursday was given the freest 
hand in diplomacy since it bowed 
in surrender six years ago. 

Gen. Ridgway, Supreme Com- 
mander for the Allied powers, gave 
the Ministry of Foreign Affairs 
broad authority to deal directly 
with 23 nations which have diplo- 
matic missions here. 

Russia was not on the list. It has 
no diplomatic mission in Tokyo. 
Its large staff is stationed here 
under authority of the Allied 
Council for Japan. Russia is a 
council member. 

It was the first important step 
toward restoring Japan’s_ sov- 
ereignty since the treaty of San 
Francisco was signed last week. 

Occupation authorities will keep 


a check rein on negotiations, how-| 
ever. They must approve all agree-' 


ments. Copies of all communica- 
tions between Japan and the 23 
nations must be furnished Ridg- 
way’'s diplomatic section. 

Acting Foreign Minister Shuji 
Masutani said the order would al- 
low Japan to discuss and try to 
solve all “pending problems that 
should be settled before the peace 
treaty comes into force.”

WILDENAU, Germany, Sept. 13—(AP)—A group of 77 
Czechs who rode into Western Germany aboard-a runaway 
train returned across the border Thursday night to their 
Communist-ruled homeland. 

Another 31 Czechs, including 
Engineer Frazek Jada, who guided 
the train in a spectacular flight to 
freedom, remained in Western 
Germany. They were granted po- 
litical asylum by‘U. S. authorities. 

Uniformed agents of the Czech 
Secret Service met the 77 who did 
not want to become political ex- 
iles. The agents. put them aboard 
buses for their return home. 

The Czechs were brought here 
from Grafehwoehr, American 
Army training grounds in Bavaria. 
They had been put up there after 
the train’s arrival in Western Ger- 


many on Tuesday. 

The train itself has not been re- 
turned, This was to be a topic 
for discussion between the Czech 
consul in Munich and A, R. Mar- 
tin, the U. S. resident officer.

Home From Tour

Western Europe is “moving 
slowly but surely along pats of 
social stability and preparedness 
against a possible assault from 
Russia ... but the United States 
must carry. the burden for a while 
longer.” 

Atlanta’s Bishop Arthur Moore, 
returning from a six weeks’ tour 
of Europe, made that report here 
Thursday. 


NEW PROBLEMS 


Bishop Moore, head of world- 
wide Methodism in his capacity 
as president of the Methodist 
Council of Bishops, declared, “No 
man can understate the Marshall 
Plan’s help in putting Western 
Europe into financial balance. Our 
problem now is how gradually to 
reduce+help from outside until 
Europe can carry its own load— 
how America can be a good Sa- 
maritan and not wind up with the 
man in the ditch hating us!” 

The 63-year-old clergyman 
shepheared a group of 34 ministers 
and layman on a tour .of six 
countries ending with the World 
Methodist Conference in Oxford, 
England. 


Bishop Moore reported the Eu- 
ropean situation generally was| 
“much improved” over conditions| 
he found on his last visit three, 
years ago. 

“The Suropean crisis of collapse 
is over, but there is still danger 
from Russia and her satellites,” 
he said. “And in Germany there is 
danger of a revival of totalitarian- 
ism if a strong man should arise.” 


EUROPE REVIVAL 

Bishop, Moore, in an hour-long 
interview with Gen. Eisenhower, 
Was impressed by the General's 
“recognition of the need of a 
moral and spiritual revival in 
Europe, along with military and 
economic rebuilding.” 

“Communism is a pseudo-relig- 
ion to millions of people,” the 
Methodist leader pointed out. “It 
cannot be destroyed by mere bread 
and guns, but’ will be destroyed 
when we put a better religion into 
hearts of the people.” 

Bishor Moore emphasized that 
the European trip was “not merely 
a sight-seeing tour.” He said mem- 
bers of his party, the majority of 
them Georgians. met leaders in 
all fields in France, Germany, 
Switzerland, Belgium, Holland, 
and England. Several members of 
his party returned with him to 
Atlanta Thursday.

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Can She Go Home Again? 


She came to this country five years ago, one 
of that group of 1,000 bright-faced, hopeful 
young women—war brides seeking their fortunes 


in the New World, going to meet GI husbands 
whom some of them barely knew. Today, heart- 
sick and lonely, abandoned by her husband and 
expecting her second child, she is trying des- 
perately to raise enough money for her passage 
back to England. 

County Chaplain Bill Allison introduced us to 
her. He happened to know her husband well be- 
cause in the five years she has been in this 
country her husband has spent considerable 
time in prison. “Preacher” Bill knew him in 
jail and came to know the wife and child as he 
does the families of many prisoners. At this 
point neither of them knows enough about the 
husband to help the authorities who are looking 
for him on a bad check charge. 

“He called me collect and asked me to wire 
him some money,” the wife mentioned, smiling 
\ wearily. “That’s so outrageous it’s almost funny. 
I said I wouldn’t and he hung up but you know 
I believe that he thinks when he gets through 
running from the law he can come back and 
find me waiting.” 

The truth of the matter is that the British- 
born wife has had all] she can take. 

“I’ve loved this country,” she said. “I came 
here full of hope for the future we would have 
here. But now I’m so desperately tired of stand- 
ing alone and facing everything alone. Have you 
ever noticed how homesick you get when trouble 
hits? If I could just go home to my parents and 
have my baby born in decency!” 

The young mother sat in the smal) office and 
held her bag before her to screen herself as 
women have from time immemorial. But the 
hands that held the bag trembled and the haze] 
eyes filled with tears. 

“I've had a job almost since the day we 
arrived in Atlanta. My employer has been very 
kind. And if it were just my little girl andI,., 


but there’ll be months when I can’t work and 
hospital bills and all the expense of caring for 
a second child. I want to go home!” 

Her story is the story of so many wartime 
marriages. She met her husband at a Red Cross 
dance in the little farming village near her home 
in England. 

“T liked the look of him right away. Blonde 
and blue-eyed and honest .. .” she caught her- 
self hastily. “He looked honest then, I mean. He 
was honest with me at first, at any rate. I didn't 
come to this country expecting a mansion, as 
some of the girls did. I knew his parents were 
poor farmers, and they are, but fine people. 
The Army chaplain tried to discourage me from 
marrying him. He said our backgrounds were 
too different. But I was in love.” 

She was silent a moment, staring out the 
window. 

“T knew he was poor and I knew we'd have 
to work and I was willing. This is the kind of 
country where poor people can work hard and 
have a very good life for themselves. But I 
wasn’t prepared for having him become a crim- 
inal. My family is not well-to-do. My father is 
a retired nurseryman_and thev live on a small 
pension But they are honest and good. They 
never cheated anyone or spent time in jail or 
had to run from the police.” 

She paused and tears trembled on her eye- 
lashes, “I can’t ask my parents for money but if 
I can get home to them again ... oh, if I can 
just go home!” 

Believing that there are people who would 
like to help the girl get home to her parents and 
have her second child in happy, “decent” sur- 
roundings, Chaplain Allison has booked passage 
for her Sept. 28. ; 

“She has no money ... yet,” he said cheer- 
fully. “But I believe if it’s right for her to go 
home the money will come.”

Your refrigerator is one froz- 
en asset that should be de- 
frosted regularly. 

A weekly defrosting, plus a 
thorough cleaning is a “penny- 
wise” practice that will enable 
you to get the most value from 
your dwindling food dollar. 

As manufacturers of both gas 
and electric apliances point 
out, a thick coating of frost in- 
sulates the refrigerating unit, 
thus hindering the flow of cool- 
ness which keeps food in prime 
condition. 

Proper care of your refrigera- 
tor can increase its usefulness 
by as much: as an additional 
three to nine years. This means 
defrosting once *a week, or 
whenever the ice gets pencil- 
thick, and wiping up spilled 
foods immediately to prevent 
stains harmful to the finish. 
Foods such as lemons and milk 
contain acids which bite into 
the finish, while strongly col- 
ored vegetables (carrots are an 
example) leave stains which are 
practically impossible to erase. 

How you store food in your 
refrigerator also determines 
how much waste you will rea- 
lize at the end of the week. 
Overcrowding prevents free cir- 
culation of the cool air which 
properly conditions food; putting 
food away uncovered mingles 
flavors which causes spoilage 
and puts an extra burden on the 
refrigerator due to extra mois- 
ture evaporation.

Canadian Bacon Cooks, Tastes Like Ham 


If the family likes smoked 
meat here’s one meal solution— 
Canadian-style bacon. This is 
the boneless pork loin that is 
smoked in much the same way 
as ham. It should be cooked 
the same way as ham, too. That 


is, baked whole or sliced and 
pan broiled or oven broiled. 
There was a time when this 
was considered a breakfast meat 
but with today’s prices it quick- 
ly becomes a dinner meat. 
Here are two suggestions: pan 
broil the slices and arrange them 
around a mound of Mexican 
corn (whole kernel corn touched 
with diced green pepper). Or, 


serve it with butter fried pine- 
apple rings. 

The same as with other broiled 
meats, Canadian - style bacon 
should be cooked at a moderate 
temperature to keep it juicy and 
flavorful. Place the bacon slices 
on the rack so they are about 
2 inches from the heat. Half- 
inch thick slices take only about 
8 to 10 minutes total cooking 
time. Broil meat for half this 
time, then turn and finish cook- 
ing. 

Panbroiling requires even a 
shorter period of cooking. Heat 
the round slices just long enough 
to give them a nice brown. Re- 


member, keep the excess fat 
poured from the frying-pan 
during panbroiling. 


Salad Molds 


To make a decorative pattern 
in clear gelatin dishes made with 
unflavored gelatin, arrange an 
attractive design in the bottom of 
the mold using small pieces of 
vegetables, like pimiento, olive, or 
green pepper, or fruits like cher- 
ries, grapes, pears, or nuts. After 
completing the pattern, pour in 
just a little liquid gelatin mixture 
to cover the design and chill until 
almost firm. Then pour in the 
remainder of the gelatir mixture
